Of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hunslet  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1914,  including  therein 
the  Statistical  Tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  Home  Office, 
County  Council,  and  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  Wm.  Whitehead. 

BilRTHS.- — There  have  been  registered  in  the  whole  district 
204  births — 104  males  and  100  females.  Of  these,  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford  contributed  87,  Templenewsam  with  Thorpe  Stapleton 
70,  Middleton  43,  and  4 were  transferable  from  outside  as  belonging 
to  the  district.  Estimating  the  population  to  Midsummer,  1914,  at 
8,130,  this  gives  a Birth-rate  of  25  per  thousand  of  the  inhabitants, 
against  23-05  for  1913,  and  25-06  for  the  quinquennium  1909-1913. 
The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  is  23-8.  Nine 
illegitimate  births  are  included  in  the  above. 

DEATHS. — During  the  corresponding  period  there  have  been 
registered  in  the  whole  district  96  deaths- — 49  males  and  47  females. 
Of  these,  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  contributed  51,  Templenewsam 
with  Thorpe  Stapleton  28,  and  Middleton  17.  Included  in  the  above 
are  5 deaths  not  belonging  to  the  district.  Nine  deaths  (not  included 
in  the  above)  occurred  in  persons  said  to  belong  to  the  district,  but 
dying  in  Institutions  and  localities  outside,  viz.,  2 in  Leeds  General 
Infirmary,  and  1 each  in  Asylum,  Workhouse,  Women  and  Children’s 
Hospital,  Isolation  Hospital,  Nursing  Home,  Normanton,  and 
Canal  at  Methley.  Exclusive  of  these  9 deaths,  the  non-corrected 
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Death-rate  for  the  whole  district  is  11-80;  after  excluding  the  5 
outward  transfers  and  including  the  9 inward  ones,  the  nett  or 
corrected  Death-rate  is  12-30,  and  the  Standardized  Death-rate 

(corrected  by  means  of  the  Registrar  General's  factor  for  correction) 
12-43.  The  death-rate  for  1913  was  11-70,  for  the  quinquennium 
1909-1913,  12-08,  and  for  England  and  Wales  in  1914,  14-0.  The 
death-rate  is  well  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wajes,  which 
is  higher  than  in  1913.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY  .—There  were  registered  20  deaths 
in  children  under  1 year  of  age,  being  at  the  rate  of  98  per  thousand 
births  registered,  that  of  1913  being  108,  for  the  quinquennium  1909- 
1913,  83,  and  for  England  and  Wales  in  1914,  105.

Although  the  year  1914  was  favourable  to  an  increased  infantile 
mortality  rate,  on  account  of  climatic  conditions,  it  is  gratifying  to 
record  the  small  number  of  deaths  from  Summer  Diarrhoea,  and  once 
more  to  have  the  infant  mortality  rate  under  100. 

Health  Visitors  have  now  been  permanently  established  in  the 
area  under  the  W.  R.  County  Council  Scheme,  a Nurse  operating  in 
the  Templenewsam  district  from  the  Whitkirk  Nursing  Association, 
one  appointed  by  the  County  Council  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford, 
and  a third  from  the  Ardsley  E.  and  W.  Nursing  Association,  acting 
in  Middleton.  The  Health  Visitors  keep  records,  give  suitable 
advice  where  required  in  connection  with  the  health  of  the  baby  and 
parents,  and,  in  cases  of  gross  insanitary  conditions,  report  the 
matter  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority.  Good  results  are  antici- 
pated. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES.— There  were  9 deaths  registered  from 
the  principal  epidemic  diseases  : — Measles  3,  Diphtheria  2,  Diarrhoea 
4.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  1-10  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
that  of  1913  being  -99,  and  that  of  England  and  Wales  for  1914,  1 -2. 
There  were  no  deaths  registered  from  Enteric  Fever,  Whooping 
Cough,  or  Scarlet  Fever,  although  the  latter  disease  was  prevalent 
during  the  whole  of  the  year.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— There  were 
88  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  against  133  in  the  previous 
year,  inclusive  of  15  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  8 of  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  total  number  of  cases  notified,  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford 
contributed  65 — 7 Diphtheria,  5 Erysipelas,  38  Scarlet  Fever,  1 
Enteric  Fever,  1 Puerperal  Fever,  7 Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  6 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  ; Templenewsam  with  Thorpe  Stapleton 
22 — 3 Diphtheria,  3 Erysipelas,  6 Scarlet  Fever,  8 Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  2 other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  ; Middleton  1 — a 
case  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  returns  are  remarkable  for  : — 

(a)  The  diminution  of  the  total,  88,  as  compared  with  133  for  1913. 

(b)  The  marked  reduction  of  cases  in  Templenewsam,  22  against 
57  in  1913. 

(c)  The  absence  (with  one  exceptional  case)  of  notifiable  disease 

in  Middleton. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL.— Of  the  infectious 
diseases  available  for  removal  there  were  notified  10  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  45  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  1 of  Enteric  Fever.  Of  these, 
2 cases  of  Diphtheria,  28  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  1 of  Enteric  were 
removed  to  Hospital,  i.e.,  55  per  cent.,  a figure  lower  than  in  previous 
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years,  owing  to  the  fact  that,  at  times,  beds  were  not  available  at 
the  Hospital  for  want  of  accommodation.  One  death,  from 
Diphtheria,  in  a child  belonging  to  this  district,  occurred  in  the 
Hospital.

SCARLET  FEVER  . — There  were  notified  45  cases,  against  71 
for  1913.  Of  these,  38  occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  6 in 
Templenewsam,  and  1 in  Middleton.  Twenty-eight  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital,  and  no  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause. 

The  Disease  was  prevalent  during  the  year  chiefly  in  Oulton- 
cum-Woodlesford,  but  it  did  not  assume  any  epidemic  form,  was  of 
a very  mild  type,  and  did  not  necessitate  any  school  closure. 
Evidence  points,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  a considerable  diminution 
in  the  number  of  these  cases  for  1915. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Ten  cases  were  notified,  against  27  in  1913 — 
7 in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  3 in  Templenewsam.  The 
disease  presented  no  particular  feature,  being  of  a sporadic  nature, 
occurring  at  different  times  of  the  year,  and  in  various  localities. 
Two  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause,  one  in  the  Rothwell 
Isolation  Hospital  and  one  in  Leeds  General  Infirmary. 

MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. — These  diseases 
were  prevalent  in  Templenewsam  and  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford. 
Three  deaths  occurred  from  Measles,  the  immediate  cause  being 
the  usual  complications  (generally  due  to  neglect)  of  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia.  Until  parents  recognise  the  seriousness  of  this  disease, 
and  the  necessity  for  careful  nursing  and  isolation,  it  will  continue 
to  swell  the  figure  of  the  annual  death-rate. 
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ERYSIPELAS.— Eight  cases  were  notified — 5 in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  and  3 in  Templenewsam.  There  were  no  deaths,  the 
majority  of  cases  being  of  traumatic  origin  and  trivial  in  character. 

DIARRHCEA. — Four  deaths,  all  in  children  under  twelve 
months  of  age,  were  registered  from  this  cause  and  Enteritis,  of 
which  3 occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  1 in  Middleton. 
Although  climatic  conditions  were  again  favourable  to  this  disease, 
the  district  was  free  from  any  epidemic,  a factor  of  much  importance 
in  the  comparatively  low  infantile  mortality  rate. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  may  be  taken,  to  a great  extent, 
as  an  index  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  any  area,  and  it  is  satisfactory 
to  record  such  favourable  statistics  from  year  to  year. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. — This  disease  continues  to  be  conspicuous 
by  its  absence,  only  one  case  having  been  notified  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS.- — There  were  23  primary  notifications 
received — 21  under  form  A,  by  medical  practitioners,  and  2 under  B, 
by  School  Medical  Inspectors.  Of  the  23  primary  notifications,  15 
were  of  the  pulmonary  type — 8 in  Templenewsam  and  7 in  Oulton- 
cum-Woodlesford,  and  8 of  other  forms — 6 in  Oulton-cum-Woodles- 
ford and  2 in  Templenewsam.  Of  the  15  pulmonary  cases  notified, 

3 died,  3 left  the  district,  2 improved,  and  the  remainder  either  were 
unsuitable  for  Sanatorium  treatment  or  refused  it.  Three  cases 
were  imported  into  the  district.  There  were  9 deaths  registered 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2 from  other  Tuberculous  diseases. 

All  cases  have  been  inspected  after  notification,  and  records 
kept,  including  homes  and  surroundings,  family  and  personal  history, 
advice  given,  action  taken,  and,  in  case  of  death,  disinfection  of 
houses  and  bedding. 

The  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  1 • 1 per  thou-  i 
sand  against  *99  for  1913. 

CANCER. — Four  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause — 2 in 
Templenewsam,  1 each  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  Middleton. 
The  death-rate  from  this  disease  is  -49,  the  same  as  in  1913,  which  is 
considerably  below  the  average. 
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DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS. — Pneumonia 
and  Bronchitis  accounted  for  10  deaths,  being  at  the  rate  of  1*23 
per  thousand,  that  of  1913  being  1*24. 

INQUESTS  . — There  were  15  inquests  held  in  the  district,  8 in 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  6 in  Middleton,  and  1 in  Templenewsam. 
Of  these,  8 were  due  to  accident,  6 to  natural  causes,  and  1 suicide. 

WATER  SUPPLY.— Fifty  -five  yards  of  3 inch  mains  were  put 
down  to  allotment  gardens.  There  has  been  some  curtailment  of 
supply  to  Newsam  Green  Cottages,  in  day  time  only,  owing  to  the 
Sewage  Works  Extension  of  the  Leeds  Corporation  ; otherwise  the 
water  supply  is  plentiful  and  of  good  quality. 

RIVER  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION. — The  condition  of 
Oulton  Beck,  complaints  of  which  were  frequent  in  1913,  has  been 
much  improved  during  1914,  though  there  is  still  evidence  of  pollution 
at  times. 

MILK  SUPPLY  AND  OTHER  FOODS.— There  are  37  cow- 
keepers  in  the  district,  of  whom  18  are  milk  sellers,  and  4 purveyors 
only.  There  are  70  cowsheds,  and  of  these,  93  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year.  As  reported  in  previous  years,  their  general 
condition  is  satisfactory,  but  there  is  still  room  for  much  improve- 
ment as  regards  cleanliness  and  care  in  grooming. 

There  has  been  no  necessity  to  call  in  the  aid  of  a veterinary 
surgeon  for  any  particular  inspection  during  the  year,  but  I would 
still  prefer  to  have  systematic  work  done  in  this  direction. 

No  action  by  outside  districts  in  connection  with  the  milk 
supply  have  come  to  my  knowledge.  Nine  samples  of  milk  were 
taken,  of  which  8 were  found  satisfactory  and  1 adulterated,  no 
action  being  deemed  necessary  in  the  latter  case  beyond  a warning 
notice. 

Seven  Slaughter-houses  are  registered  in  the  district,  all  of  which 
have  been  frequently  inspected  and  found  satisfactory  for  private 
concerns,  although  sooner  or  later  public  abattoirs  must  of  necessity 
be  established. 
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A Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in  April  re  the 
provision  of  a Public  Slaughter-house  at  Halton,  and  Urban  Powers 
for  the  erection  of  the  same  were  subsequently  granted.  No  further 
action  has  been  taken,  the  matter  remaining  in  abeyance. 

The  Inspector  attends  regularly  the  fortnightly  cattle  sales  at 
Whitkirk,  with  a view  to  prompt  action  in  the  case  of  any  suspicious 
animal. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  — The  important  extension  and 
improvement  of  the  Templenewsam  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  at 
Halton,  were  commenced  and  were  well  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  Templenewsam,  36  yards  of  6-inch  sewer  has  been  relaid. 
There  is  need  for  improvement  of  defective  sewers  at  Wharton 
Avenue  and  Morritt  Drive,  Halton.  Thirty-six  sink-wastes  have 
been  trapped. 

CLOSET  ACCOM Rfl 0 0 AT SON. — There  are  in  the  district  860 
water-closets,  1 waste  W.C.,  601  privies  with  covered  middens,  23 
privies  with  open  middens,  and  20  pail  or  tub  closets.  Fifteen 
privies  were  reconstructed  as  W.C.'s,  and  2 other  forms.  Six  W.C.'s 
and  1 other  kind  have  been  constructed  as  additional  closets  for 
old  property.  Seven  water  closets  were  constructed  for  new  houses 
and  no  other  kind.  More  steady  progress  in  the  conversion  of 
privy-middens  into  water  closets  is  desirable. 

SCAVENGING  of  the  district  is  done  by  the  Council's  staff  in 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  Templenewsam,  and  by  Contractor  in 
Middleton,  the  refuse  being  disposed  of  partly  by  means  of  tips  and 
partly  by  farmers.  The  disposal  of  refuse  by  tips  remains  unsatis- 
factory, and  is  a question  which  sooner  or  later  will  have  to  be 
taken  in  hand. 

Some  good  work  has  been  done,  especially  in  Woodlesford,  in 
connection  with  the  making  up  of  private  streets,  and  there  should 
be  no  relaxation  of  activity  in  this  direction,  as  this  work  is  a most 
important  factor  in  improving  the  Sanitation  of  the  district. 

NUISANCE  INSPECTION. — The  total  number  of  inspections 
made  was  3,449.  Informal  notices  were  served  to  the  number  of  74, 
of  which  65  were  complied  with,  and  17  statutory  notices  were 
served,  of  which  15  were  complied  with. 
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The  number  of  nuisances  reported  was  117,  which,  with  54  in 
hand  at  close  of  1912,  gives  a total  of  171  for  the  year  ; of  these,  144 
have  been  abated  and  27  are  in  hand.  There  were  no  legal  pro- 
ceedings necessary. 

Fourteen  smoke  observations  were  taken,  but  no  action  was 
necessary. 

Four  canal  boats  were  inspected,  the  general  condition  being 
found  satisfactory. 

An  offensive  trade — tallow  making — was  started  at  Halton,  but 
discontinued  after  notice  from  Council. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses,  knackers  yards,  or 
offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

SCHOOLS. — Twenty-eight  visits  were  made  to  the  5 elementary 
schools  in  the  district,  and  no  action  was  found  necessary.  Two 
cases  only  (Tuberculous  glands)  were  reported  by  the  School  Medical 
Inspectors,  one  each  in  Oulton  and  Templenewsam. 

The  County  Laboratory  is  utilized  for  Bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  specimens,  and  the  assistance  rendered  is  much  appreciated. 

HOUSING,  TOWN-PLANNING,  ETC.,  ACT,  1903.— The 

work  under  this  Act  has  been  chiefly  : — 

(a)  The  supervision  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  various 
defects  found  on  the  completion  of  the  house-to-house 
inspection  of  Middleton. 

(b)  The  house-to-house  inspection  of  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford. 

(c)  The  house-to-house  inspection  of  Templenewsam  (which  has 
been  in  abeyance  part  of  the  year  owing  to  extensive  im- 
provements being  carried  out  at  the  sewage  outfall  works). 

(d)  The  preparation  and  practical  completion  of  the  Town- 
planning  Scheme  for  Templenewsam. 

(e)  Town-planning  Scheme  for  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  in 
preliminary  stage.

In  connection  with  the  abatement  of  nuisances  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts,  the  report  of  the  Nuisance  Inspector  is  appended, 
which  goes  into  details. 

There  were  6 new  houses  built  in  1914 — 4 working  class 
dwellings  and  2 others. 

There  is  some  demand  for  working  class  houses  in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  but  owing  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  affairs  of 
the  country  the  erection  of  this  class  of  property  is  of  necessity 
postponed. 

Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  in  Woodlesford,  one 
being  remedied  and  2 under  notice.

FACTORY  Am  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  District  Councils  are  thus  classified  : — 

(a) — Registration  Of  Workshops.— There  are  72  workshops  on  the 

register,  of  which  16  are  classified  as  factories  and  56  as 
workshops. 

(b)  — Sanitation. — The  number  of  inspections  made  was  75,  of  which 

18  were  to  factories  and  57  to  workshops.  No  defects  were 
found,  the  cleanliness,  air  space,  ventilation,  and  drainage 
being  satisfactory. 

(c)  — Special  Sanitary  Provision  for  Bakehouses.— There  are  no  under- 

ground bakehouses  in  the  district.  There  are  3 retail 
bakehouses  and  22  in  connection  with  bread  and  grocery 
business.  There  were  no  defects,  the  closet  accommodation, 
home  washing,  and  sleeping  places  being  satisfactory. 
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(d)  — Safety  from  Fire  . — There  are  no  factories  or  workshops  in  the 

district  which  have  40  persons  working  at  the  same  time  in 
any  one  room  ; those  in  which  are  employed  more  than  40 
persons  have  been  erected  prior  to  1892,  and  the  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire  are  efficient. 

(e) — Homework  Of  certain  kinds.— There  are  no  factories  or  work- 

shops giving  out  homework  in  the  district. 

(f)  — Abstract  Of  the  Act  is  affixed  in  accordance  with  Section  133,  in 

all  workshops,  and  no  failure  to  affix  was  found.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Fifty-nine  houses  or  parts  theieof  have  been  disinfected  after 
removal  of  patient  or  death — 10  after  Phthisis,  9 after  Diphtheria, 
38  after  Scailet  Fever,  1 after  Puerperal  Fever,  1 after  Enteric 
Fever,  and  1 after  removal  of  a family.  Four  lots  of  bedding  have 
been!  destroyed. 
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COWSHEDS. 

There  are  37  cowkeepers  in  the  district,  occupying  36  farmsteads, 
on  which  are  71  sheds  in  which  cattle  are  housed.  In  some  cases 
cubical  contents  of  sheds  are  below  regulation  amount  required  for 
milch  cows,  also  cleanliness  of  sheds,  cleanliness  in  milking,  and  in 
grooming  of  cows  is  in  various  degrees  below  desired  standard.  In 
some  cases  those  matters  rarely  receive  a commendable  amount  of 
attention. 

Number  of  milch  cows  in  district.  The  average  in  the  vear  1911 
was  726;  in  1912,  698;  in  1913,  709;  in  1914,  665.  The  mean 
average  for  the  last  four  years,  699.  The  last  year,  1914,  being  the 
lowest  of  the  last  four  years,  and  being  33  head  below  the  lowest  of 
any  previous  year. 

Nineteen  Dairy  Farmers  in  the  district  vend  part  or  whole  of 
their  milk  produce  in  the  district.  There  are  4 resident  Purveyors, 
2 of  whom  get  part  of  the  milk  they  vend  in  the  district,  and  part 
from  without.  In  addition  to  resident  vendors  there  are  5 non- 
resident, 3 of  whom  are  producers,  2 purveyors  only. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  7 Slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  3 are  drained  to 
cesspools,  4 to  sewers.  Six  are  in  constant  use,  1 is  not,  and  is  one 
of  those  drained  into  a cesspool.  All  are  kept  in  as  satisfactory 
condition  as  structure,  immediate  surroundings,  and  connections 
will  admit.  Quality  of  meat  and  slaughtering  has  been  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year.  There  has  been  no  sign  of  disease  in  any  of 
the  animals  seen  opened.  There  are  5 retail  meat  sellers  in  the 
district,  who  buy  from  wholesale  butchers  in  Leeds.  There  are  also 
butchers  outside  the  district  who  retail  meat  in  the  district. 

I am  of  opinion  that  a desirable  improvement  would  be  attained 
by  a well  appointed  Public  Slaughter-house  in  district. 

There  are  4 resident  Greengrocers  in  district,  1 of  whom  deals 
in  Fish.  Seven  others,  non-resident,  hawk  through  the  district,  3 
of  whom  are  irregular  in  their  visits.  Goods  are  fairly  satisfactory. 
In  addition  to  Greengroceries  and  Fruit,  Rabbits  and  Fish  are  at 
times  an  additional  stock-in-trade  of  those  non-resident  dealers. 

There  are  2 resident  Fishmongers. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES.

There  are  5 Fried  Fish  Shops  in  district.  Fairly  satisfactory. 
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FOOD  AMD  DRUGS  ACT. 

Nine  samples  of  new  milk  taken.  Analyst  report,  8 genuine 
Talk,  1 sample  not  ; that  one  contained  89-3  per  cent,  of  tlfe  mini- 
mum proportion  of  fat  natural  to  genuine  new  milk  and  that  it  had 
been  deprived  of  a portion  of  the  fat  by  skimming  or  Xr  treatment 
having  regard  to  Sale  of  Milk  Regulation,  1901  No  other  sample 
of  Food  or  Drugs  have  been  taken  during  the  year.

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Six  new  Houses  have  been  built  and  occupied  in  the  year  1914. 
One  detached  and  one  partly  detached,  and  4 through  Terrace 
Houses.  Those  4 have  each  a Water  Closet  inside,  and  one  of  the 
other  houses  has  2 Water  Closets,  1 inside  and  1 outside.  The  other 
one  has  a Water  Closet  outside. 


SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

In  Templenewsam,  36  yards  of  6-inch  sewer  has  been  relaid. 
Sewers  in  Wheaton  Avenue  and  Morritt  Drive  are  defective.  The 
first  failing  in  not  draining  water  from  areas  under  cottages  ; the 
latter  requires  extension  or  relaying  to  be  satisfactory. 

EXTENSION  OF  WATER  SERVICE. 

An  extension  of  55  yards  of  3-inch  main  has  been  laid  in 
Keighley  Lane,  Halton,  to  supply  water  to  Allotments.
